Dr. Julius ‘Wiessner bas been 
making wmicroscopicial examina- 
tion of some old manuscripts, in 
‘order to discover of what ingred- 
ients the paper on which they are 
written was composed. He bas con- 
clasively proved that liven rags 
- were used in the manufacture of pa- 
per as early 4s the eighth and ninth 
_centuries. The fiber is chiefly of lin- 
en, but there are also traces of cot. 
’ ton, hemp and animal fiber present. 

‘The manufacture of paper, be says, 
“Gg an Eastern and not a German 
_or Italian invention, as bas bitber- 
. to been supposed. Out of five hun- 
- dred Oriental and Eastern speci- 
mens, not a single one was raw cot- 
ton paper. All those that were ex- 
amined had likewise been “clayed” 
like modern papers. The material 
used for this purpose was starch- 
paste mauvufactured from wheat, 
_ aud in some cases buckwheat. An- 
_jmal substances uo vot appear to 
have been employed for claying 
before the fourteenth ane fifthteen- 
th century..-St James’ Gazette.
